The people of Israel shares me- 
moriles of suffering and diatress with 
the nations of Africa. It shares their 
sense of liberty renewed, thelr as- 
piration for peace, thelr strong will 
to promote economic and social de- 
velopment, and thelr continuing con- 
cern for human rights and freedom 
everywhere. Israel will explain its 
stand, and present itself in absolute 
frankness in this spirit, Mr. Eban 
said, 

He was aware of the special si- 
tuation in which Israel's rivals were 
represented in all the organisations 
embracing the Continent of ‘AZrica. 
However, in 2 great many spheres 
and consections, relations between 
Israel and the African states were 
growing in strength. This also held 
for the states whose Presidents were 
due to arrive today.

Israel would also clarify the pos- 
sibility of getting its four guests, 
as well as the ten Presidents in 
whose name they spoke, to make an 
effort to promote negotiations be- 
tween Israel and Egypt, Mr. Eban 
said.

PRETORIA. — The AngHcan Dean 
of Johannesburg yesterday was 
found guilty of subversion and sen- 
tenced to five years in prison. 

The Very Rev. Gonville ffrench- 
Beytagh was allowed to remain 
free on 10,000 rands (£5,400) pend- 
ing his appeal. 

‘The Dean, who looked pale and 
drawn from the strain of his three- 
month trial, took the verdict and 
sentence calmly, showing no vi- 
sible emotion. The sentence was the 
minimum permissible under the pro- 
visions of the Terrorism Act. 

The 59-year-old Dean, had been 
found guilty on four of the 10 
charges against him. He had plea- 
ded not gulity to all the charges 
against him, which included plotting 
the violent overthrow of the South 
African Government, 

The Judge said the state had 
proved its case on these four 
counts: 1) possessing pamphlets 
published by a banned organization; 


agent who had masqueraded as the 
Dean's friend, ‘to acts of violence,

The heads of government of the 
six — Dominica, Grenada, Guyana, 
St. Kitts-Nevis, St. Lucia and St. 
Vincent — signed the plan, named 
the Grenada Declaration, at a meet- 
ing in Grenada in July. 

In 8 preamble to-the declaration 
they acknowledged it to be “the 
inescapable destiny of the peoples 
of the West Indies to be bound 
together in nationhood.” This re- 
ference is taken to fnclude such 
distant and diverse territories as 
the Bahamas and British Honduras. 

The plan lacks the backing of 
Jamaica and Barbados, two of the 
major partners in the first West 
Indian Federation, formed in 1953 
and which collapsed in 1962. 

A third importamt member of the 
earlier federation, Trinidad and 
Tobago, has also declined to take 
part, but because it supports the 
idea of West Indian unity has 
offered fimanc?al and technical help 
in preparatory work. 

The signatory countries are all 
in the eastern Caribbean and have 
@ population of about 1,175,000 
compared with a present-day popu- 
lation of 3,750,000 in the 10 ter- 
ritories that comprised the former 
federation.

But Gen. Mobutu's current 
mission, although it may have some 
effect on future votes, is a direct 
and personal responsibility, and 
couid hardly be treated as any- 
thing else. 

This is no less true of Nigeria’s 
Maj.-Gen. Yakubu Gowon, the only 
one among the four African lea- 
ders who is not, strictly speaking, 
a President but rather the head of 
ἃ provisional military government. 
Five years ago, after two succes- 
sive military takeovers, one origi- 
nating in Nigeria's North, the other 
in the East, Gowon, then 32, was 
elected by his fellow officers to 
serve aS supreme commander and 
to head, in the words of one ob- 
server, “ἃ miltary regime strug- 
gling to hold together the crumbling 
and most populous Statein Africa.” 

Reluctantly, he led Nigeria Fe- 
deral troops into protracted battle 
against secessionist Biafra, which 
cost over half a million lives and 
raised the cry of genocide in large 
parts of the world, Since Biafra’s 
capitulation in January 1970, he 
has devoted his energies with a 
large measure of success to the 
task of “reconciliation and recon- 
struction.” 

Blafra's cause won a great deal 
of sympathy in Israel, but this 
did not create problems between La- 
gos and Jerusalem, since the Israel 
Government was careful to grant 
the secessionist province no formal 
recognition of any kind. Kk was, 
oddly enough, a public statement 
by Mr. Eban immediately after the 
war hailing the aid Israelhad given 
Biafra during the war, which crea- 
ted an uproar in Lagos, fanned by 
Arab propaganda and press de- 
mands for the recall of Israel's 
Ambassador. Mr; Eban hastened to 
assure the Nigerian Government 
that the aid had been purely huma- 
nitarian, and the matter appeared 
to have been smoothed over. Stil, 
some feathers may have remained 
ruffled; and while the Nigerians 
seem to have little respect for the 
competence of the Egyptian mill- 
tary, the record states that Nige- 
ria did receive armed assistance 
from Egypt, during the war. 

Israel has for years had one of 
the largest aid programmes in Ni- 
geria, but this, characteristically, was 
not reflected in votes. Never a blind 
supporter of the Arab cause, Ni- 
geria has nevertheless usually lea- 
ned over backwards to be rather 
fairer to them than to Israel. 

But this, again, is a different kind 
of political gamesmanship. How dif- 
ferent, we shall soon discover.

LE ADERS ARRIVING Balfour Day for newcomers 


‘small, artificial beginning’

D® Shimshon Varod, a veterinary 
surgeon from Engiand, went to 


Φ “an exeellent absorption centre’ — 


Kibbutz Kfar Hanassi — when he 
came here 20 yearn ago. Re was a 
, inexperienced “vet” with no 
knowledge of Hebrew, “and if it 
were not for the people at tha kib- 
butz, I don’t know what would have 
happened to me.” 

Now, 85 chairman of Hitahdut 
Olel Britapia (British Settlers Asso- 
ciation) he is seriously concerned 
about the social integration of today’s 
new immigrants. He feels a-step in 
that direction will be taken this even- 
ing when, in honour of Balfour Day, 
more than 100 veteran British set- 
tlers will play host to new immi- 
grants from all over the world. The 
idea was suggested by another 
LOB. veteran, Arye Chapman; and 
Dr. Varod considers both the .pro- 
ject and the date very important. 

“It may be 2 small , and 
some may say it is artificial, But 
think for a moment about Balfour 
Day. What is it? It’s really no- 
thing. The Balfour Decleration was 
the document Herzl was looking for; 
but, without the work of the Jew- 
ish pioneers here, there would not 
have been 8 state. Except for the 
annual Balfour Day Dinner, the day 
has no meaning; but we can give 
it meaning if we devote it to im- 
migrant sorption.” 

Asked to comment on the often- 
asked question about whether new 
immigrants are getting too much 
pampering, Dr. Varod hurries: 

“This fs one subject on which I 
am crazy. Many immigrants come 
here after experiencing warm, close 
Jewish communal life in their native 
countries — only to find the Is- 
raelis simply do not have time to 
be friendly and they (the immi- 
grants) don't know how to start the 
ball rolling. So they sit at home, 
alone, and yearn for the communal 
fe they once knew. 

“Immigrants come here with all 
Kinds of idealistic feelings about 
“coming up’ to Israel. But some~ 
thmes it is Hke reaching the top of 
the brink only to fall into the cold 
pond. We have at least to provide 
the towel.” 

This evening’s immigrant absorp- 
tion project will consist of about 
100 “open houses” sround the coun- 


try, hosted by H.O.B. veteran set- 
flers and attended by any immigrant 
who wishes to come. Some immi- 
grants were invited by H.0.B. mem- 
bers who know them, live in thelr 
neighbourhoods or work with them. 
Newcomers at ulpanim and sbsorp- 
ton centres will be brought to open 
houses im their areas, and any im- - 
migrant who js interested will be gi- 
ven the address of the nearest open 
house, if he contacts the H.O.B. 
office! The getherings, which will 
begin at 8:30, will be simple and 
as intimate as the number of guests 
permit. 

Dr. Varod admits that tonight's 
gatherings are only demonstrative. He 
really hopes H.O.B. members will 
each “adopt” a new immigrant fa- 
mily or a young single immigrant: 
young adults who come alone often 
have the most serious absorption 
problems, in Dr. Varod's view. 

The immigrant, however, must do 
his part. Absorption, after ali, is 
not passive. After attending an open 
house this evening, the newcomer, 
Dr. Varod hopes, will return the 
invitation. 

Αἴ recently spoke to at immigrant 
family with social adjustment prob- 
lems. I asked them why they didn’t 
invite Israeli neighbours or co-work- 
erg to their home, That would have 
been perfectly obvious to them in 
Engiand, I'm sure; but here they 
are under such psychological stress 
that, even when they are invited 
out, they somehow never get around 
to reciprocating.” 

Some immigrants are not even in- 
vited, though. One of the reasons for 
this Balfour Day project was the 
discovery that many H.O.B. mem- 
bers — after more than a year in 
the country — had never been in 
an Israeli home. 

Yet even this may be an example 
of where an immigrant, if he were 
active instead of passive in his ab- 
sorption, could help himself. Perhaps 
if an immigrant casually mentioned 
to an Israeli neighbour or co-worker 
that he has not yet been inside an 
Israeli home, an invitation might be 
forthcoming. But the immigrant, 
afraid of appearing overly pushy, 
waits to be invited; ‘and the Israeli, 
busy with the hustle and bustle of 
making a ‘ving and going on re- 
serve duty, is too busy to notice 
the immigrant,” Dr. Varod says.

Credit freeze not felt; 
too much money about

The credit freeze ordered by the 
Cabinet on Sunday is being taken 
philosophically by ‘the banks so far 
— chiefly because there is an abun- 
dance of liquidity at the moment. 
The question being asked is, will 
the ban on credit expansion continue 


_ when the shoe pinches? 


In the week between President 
Nixon's announcement of the U.S. 
‘mport surcharge and the Israeli de- 
vaduation on Augusi 22, local bank 
credit shot up by IL250m. to meet 
demand for speculative funds. The 
celling increase of 14 per cent per 
week on credit volume, Imposed at 
the time of the devaluation, meant 
little, since there was already an 
excess of money in circulation. 

The short-term effects of the 
Present credit freeze will therefore 
not be noticeable. But as production 
continues to grow in the coming 
months, a shortage will be feli. 
Bankers are confident that the ban 
whl then be eased; but sources in 
the Gavernment are not so sure. 

One official risked the opinion 
that the ban will last until the end 
of the present fiscal year (March 
31). He added that supplementary 
measures can be expected — p0s- 
sibly a cut in “directed credit” (at 
present not affected by the squeeze), 
or ἃ requirement that the banks 
supply more money to export 
credit funds, Jetting the Bank of 
Israel withdraw some of its contri- 
bution. 

Should credit become scarce, the 
situation will -be different from pre- 
vious periods of retrenchment. In-

Fourteen abstentions came 
from the Mapam wing of the 
Alignment, Gehal, Aguda and the 
State List.
